The scientists do got agree on how 
bad the situation actually is; but enough 
of them believe that Paris water is dan- 
gerous te have provoked a flurry of 
anxious articles in the press. 

Professor Jean Boyer, addressing « 
congress on hygiene. at the Pasteur In 
stitute here, said categorically that most 
tap water in the capital was unfit for 
human consumption. The filtering pro 
cess failed to eliminate dangerous vik 
ruses and poisonous substances from 
Seine's peluted waters; 


Scientific Test 


Professor Pierre Lepine, head of the 


virus service at the Pasteur Institute, 


has demonstrated that human cell cul- - 


tures die when placed in Paris drinking 
water. 

Foreign visitors to France may not 
be surprised at such discoveries, It has 
long been assumed outside France that 
drinking Freneh tap Water is a form of 
suicide, There has always been a ten- 
dency among visitors to adapt Marie 
Antotnette’s famous phrase about bread 


*“ and cake and say: “If they have no* 


water, let them drink wine.” 

The French, however, do like to have 
fome water on their table, and bottled 
Mineral water for most families is too 
expensive for every meal. Various al- 
ternatives have been stiggested, | 

The most ambitious is to provide 


every home with two separate supplies ~ 


— one fit to drink, the other for wash- 
ing. Experts point out that spring water 
is used to wash the streets in some parts 
of Paris when it could be saved to slake 
the thirst of the whole city.

_ Pakistan's worst fears seem to have 
been confirmed by the recent helicopter 
crash in which five top Indian military 
commanders were killed, The crash took 
place almost midway between Degwar, 
and Polus (less than four miles apart in 
Poonch District) and within easy distance ‘ 
of the cease-fire line. What were so many 
top military officers doing in a disturbed 
sector? 

Among those killed were Lt.-General - 
Daulat Singh and Air Vice-Marshal Pinto 
-who weré respectively commanding In- 
dia’s army and air forces in the Western 
Command facing West Pakistan. India’s 
Kashmir corps commander and two area 
commanders were also killed,
